Lead Arsenate Kills 
Flee-Beetle Worms 

Prompt and proper application of 
arsenical poisons offers the best 
means of ridding tobacco plants of 
the flea-beetle, which is a widely 
distributed insect and often causes 
considerable damage to plans both 
in the beds and fields, according to 
H. H. Jewett, from the College of 
Agriculture at Lexington. 

In order to destroy this pest the 
plants should be sprayed with ar- 
senate of lead paste at the rate of 
one pound of paste to ten gallons of 
water, or with arsenate of lead pow- 
der at the rate of one pound to 20 
gallons of water. The insect may 
also be controlled by dusting the 
plants with a mixture of one'' pound 
of powdered arsenate of lead and 
four pounds of sifted wood .ashes, 
care being taken to see that this 
mixture is properly prepared. 

An additional measure of protec- 
tion to plants in the field may be 
obtained by dipping them at trans- 
planting time in a solution of arsen- 
ate of lead, using one pound of paste 
or one-half pound of powder to five 
gallons of water. The solution 
should be stirred frequently with a 
paddle during the dipping. This 
method of control gives best results 
when the plants aire arranged in 
small bunches and only the leaves 
dipped in the solution and then given 
a slight shake to remove the excess 
moisture. 

According to Mr. Jewett adults of 
the* flea-beetle appear early in the 



spring and collect on the plans in 
the beds until transplanting time,* 
when they move to the plants set in 

the field. Injury by this insect is 
characterized by small round or ir- 
regular punches scattered over the 
leaf surface or more or less complete 
destruction of the leaf. The adults 
feed principally on the under side of 
the lead preferring those near the 
ground. The larvae feed upon the 
fine roots of the plant and are cap- 
able of doing considerable

Timely Use of Poison 
Controls Garden Pests 

Caterpillars are found on praeti 
•alky sin" kinds of garden plans and 
■usually •cause the gardener consid- 
erable trouble as well as loss in the 
form of plants destroyed. Some of 
these are easily controlled "by time 
Vy use of poison while othrs because 
of their modes of living, can only 
he partially controlled, according to 
to H. H. Jewett, from the College of 
Agriculture. 

The eorn-ear worm attacks 
muniber <*f plant* in the garden, hut 
its principal host, as the nwne indi- 
cates, is •com. Sweet corn is espe- 
cially sriW.ject to attack. Oreen to- 
matoes are also very frequently 
-eaten inte and ruined by this very 
worm. The first brood of worms 
sometimes attacks the plans in the 
crown, when they are a foot or more 
tall. M;my of these worms ran be 
picked by hand or the plants can be 
sprfryed witH arsenate of lead. The 
greater number of egsrs are placed, 
howewr, on tke young silks and the 
young worms work into the ends of 
the ears. By spraying the silks with 
ate of lead «t intervals of three 
four days, a good per cent of 
the worms will be killed, but this ia a 
ton ex|>cnsive and la bo roan pr 
wheiv more than very small plots 
involved. These worms a 
controlled on tomatoes by 
off the infested fruits and 
ing them. 

Cabbage and oilier cruciferous 
crop-* are especially subject to in- 
jury from cabbage worms. The while 
butterflies, or parents of these 
worms, may sometimes be seen in 
greut numbers hovering urouiid the 
rubbitge plants. The plant* should 



be dusted when the dew is on with 
powdered arsenate of lead or 
sprayed with the same poison or 
with Paris green. No harmful ef- 
fects will result to the consumer 
from properly sprayed cabbage, but 
some growers prefer, to use pyre- 
thtnn for the last sprayings. The 
pyrethum should be mixed with three 
or four parts of lime or flour and 
dusted on the plants wftn they are 
•Mt with dew.

This worm is of a greenish 
yellow color, about one inch long 
when full grown. It feeds on the 
leaves when young and bores into 
and destroys the fruit later.

As a direct remit of the work that 
has been carried on by the Kentucky 
Tuberculosis Association in the state 
during the last two years, the death 
rate from the disease has fallen from 
195.5 per one hundred thousand of 
population in 1918 to 157.2 in 1920, 
Dr. J. S. Lock, secretary of the as- 
sociation and director of the State 
oard of Health's ureau for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, said in his 
report at the association's annual 
meeting in Louisville yesterday. 

Twenty-two dispensaries now are 
functioning in the state, his report 
also statetd. Two strictly tubercu- 
losis clinics are in operation and are 
doing splendid work in finding early 
cases of the disease.

Kentucky Crop Report 



The condition of Kentucky's wheat 
crop indicates a prabable production 
of about 7,851,000 bushels this sea- 
son, compared to 5,610,000 bushels 
last year, according to the May crop 
report issued by the United States 
Bureau of Crop Estimates in co-op- 
eration with State Commissioner of 
Agriculture W. C. Hanna. Probable 
rye production is estimated at about 
505,000 bushels, compared to 430,- 
000 bushels last year, and hay of all 
kinds about 1,661,000 tons, compar- 
ed to 1,508,000 tons grown last year. 
Actual production this season may 
prove greater or less than these esti- 
mates, depending on whther condi- 
tions are particularly favorable or 
unfavorable between now and the 
threshing time and hay harvest. 

Wheat and rye in most counties 
came through the winter in good 
condition, but farmers in most of 
the wheat growing counties report 
that wheat has been injured some by 
the late frosts and cold wet weather 
this spring. Kentucky's wheat acre- 
age left for harvest now is estimated 
at 603,000 acres, compared to 550,- 
000 finally harvested last year, but 
some farmers report an intention to 
"hog down" wheat if the price should 
be" very low or a poor yield in pros-
